Re-examination of address books by AIBAM re- 
called to ALBAM that he probably was directed 
by Soviet contact lin Paris in 1947 to meet 
contact in New York on the 8th day of month 
between October, 194?, and March, 1948.

ALBAM* B Contacts with the Unicnown IhiSsianAn Hew York City 


ATjBAM stated that he still cai^ot recall the dates 
or approximate dates of his meetings w/th the unicnown 
Rupian in New York City. He stated that he feels he first 
met this Russian shortly after his a/rival in New York City 
on September I6, 1947, but is of ih/ opinion that he did 
not negotiate for the stationery s^re at the Russian* s 
suggestion until he was reasonably sure that he had located 
a girl to marry and had so Inforn^d the Russiahi 


ALBAM stated that he 1/ecame reasonably certain 
that he would marry BgRTM early in l^larch, 1948. 

He advised that their engagement "Iras officially announced 
to ihe families on April iS, 1^48, but stated that he was 


fairly certain he was going tdmari^ BERTHA before he 
entered the Hospital for Joint Diseases in March of that 
year. He stated that he has a vague recollection that he 
told his unknown Russian contact that he found a girl 
whom he might marry. Ke stated that he has no recollection 
Of telling the contact that he was definitely getting 
aaiarried but Is of the opinion that Hhat he told the Russian 
would probably have been sufficient to malce the Russian 
believe that ALBAM could reasonably expect to return to 
the United States as a permanent resident. 


ALBAM stated that he has no specific recollection 
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of being taken to the stationery store to meet the old man 
at that time, but advised that this would have been the 
logical time for him to have negotiated for the purchase 
of the store. He stated that he has no recollection of 
ever having met the Russian at any location other than at 
85th Street and Madison Avenue, the vicinity of Park Place 
in downtown Manhattan, and at Kew Gardens in Queens i He 
Stated that he definitely had no recollection of meeting 
the Russian at Broadway and 96th Street in New York City, 
and definitely never met the Russian at any location where 
they either ate or drardc. 


ALBAM stated that at each of his meetings with 
the Russian, a^rang^nents were made for the next meeting 
to take place At a specified time and date. He advised 


that they ha<y no way of communicating with or contacting 
each other o/tside of this method* He stated that if he 


did receive/any money from the unlmown Russian, he must 
have recei/ed this money after about April 1, 1948, although 
he has no Specific recollection of receiving any payment 


from the JRussian 
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JACOB ALBAM was Interviewed on June 24, 1957, at 
the House of Detention for Men, Manhattan, New York City, 
by SAS WILBUR W, SEITSER and VINCENT J. CAHILL. In the 
course of this interview, ALBAM furnished the following 
inforroation: 
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Meetings with Unknovm 
Busslan In New York 


ALBAM stated that he had given additional thought 
to the sequence of his meetings With his Russian contact 
In New York. He stated that his first meeting with the 
Russian contact was v^ithin a shojc't period of time after 
AlBAM’s arrival In New York in September, 19^7. AI£AM 
stated, however, that he now believed that his second meeting 
with the Russian was toward the and of February or early 
March, 1948, at Kew Gardens, New York. ALBAM stated 
that on the occasion of this contact in February or * 

March of 1948, he may have told the Russian about meeting 
BERTHA KAPLAN# and that his prospects for marriage to 
an American citizen were good. AlLBAM stated that he may 
have rejoined the Russian later that same day at Park 
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maee In New York City and may have gone to the stationery 
store with him. ALBAM stated it was also a possibility 
that he went to the stationery store wita the untooiin 
Russian contact within a i^iatively short time after his 
second meeting with the contact in Kew Gardens. 
stated that his next meeting with his 

was within a short time thereaftej*, again at Kew Gardens, 

Hew York, at which time AIBAM furhlshed the Russian the 
Se^aSfif his conversation with the owner of the stationery 
store on Nassau Street in New York City. ALBAM mentioned 
at this point that after having been introduced to the 
owner of the stationery stcre by his Russian contact, 

AIiBAM subsequently met the owner of the store alone and 
had a discussion with him c;.;;v -i'cning the business 
operations of the store. 

ALBAM stated that ha had a dim recollection of a 
subsequert; meeting with the Russian contact, but oould 
recall no details of this meeting nor could he recall the 

reason for meeting the Russian . 'AIBAM ^ ^ 

stated that with the exception of the first meeting atoMadlson 
Avenue and 85 th Street in New York and the thlbd meetli^ at 
Park Place in dovmtown New York, ^1 of his other meetings 
with the Russlem contact were in the vicinity 
Gardens, Nev/ York, near the Independent subway station.

ALBAM stated that he felt that all of his 
meetings with the Russian were completed sometime^ early in 
March of 1948, since he had no recollection 
contact that he had been operated oh in ^ 

March, 1948, and had spent several days in the hospital. 

In addition, ALBAI-I stated that while in the hospital 
recuperating from this minor operation, he was not iinder 
the pressure of knowing that he had an additional meeting 
to make with his Russian contact. He also
